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VISIT AMONQ THE STARS, 

Tho ftlorloB of Saturn. Jupitor and 
' ITo'bVLla of Orion. 

Through the kind invitation of Ai- 
vin Clark' «fc Sons a small party of ob- 
server's from Providence, R. I., paid a 
visit to Cainbridgeporl for the pur])ose 
of beholding the starlit heavens through 
tho largest and best reflecting tolescope 
in the warkl, for these telescope-makers , 
have recently completed an oliject-glass 
thirty incheia in diameter for the Pul- 
kowa observatory, the Russian govern- 
ment making a contract with them for 
an objective that would exceed in size 
and perfection of workmanship any 
other instr. ment of the kind in tho 
world, in order to test the working 
iiualities of the object-glass a -trial 
mounting has been erected in the yai-d 
of the workshop, with dimonsions cor- 
responding to the magnitude of the 
great objective. This temporary struc- 
ture consi.-its of a pier of .solid masonry 
twenty-seven feet in height, to which 
is Grmly fixed, with various joints, 
binges and momements, a slieet-iron 
tube made in three sections. The tube 
ia forty-five feet in length and forty 
inches in diameter. Nothing is more 
essential to the success of astronomical 
observation than tho weai.lier, and no- 
thing more uncertain. The mild win- 
ter day had been almost perfect in its 
conditions, a clear sunshine, a cloudless 
sky, a gor,!^eous sunset. But as the 
sun sank below . the horizon a fierce 
wind arose. When thi.s subsided it 
■was succeeded by an intense cold thai 
made it no pasLimo to be out in the 
open air. The members of the observ- 
ing party, however, nothing daunt- 
ed, take their places under the stars. 
The expanse of heaven preheats a 
scene of exceetling beauty. The sky 
is unfleckcd by a single cloud, ihe 
crisp, cold ntmospliere is free ' from 
a l>reatli of moi.sture. A suspic- 
ion of twilight still lingers in the west, 
the slender crescent of the now luoon, 
only a day old, holds in her arms the 
old moon with an outline of remark- 
able distinctness, and tho zodiacal liglit 
extends its cone of pale gold high up 
towards the zenith. The stars swarm 
in the dark dome arching above us, as 
they twinkle and glitter in the frosty 
air.' The brightest stars, the most 
superb clusters that spangle the flrma 
ment, are included in the grand pro- 
cession, the princely J upit(U- niarshal- 
ing the host. Kising from an unbrok- 
en surface of snow, and looming up in 
the darkness of night with ghostlike 
indistinctness, the huge telescope seems 
to pierce the skies and dwarf to Lili- 
putian dimensions the observers at 
its base. We are impressed with the 
sublimity and grandeur of the twink- 
ling mysteries that people the sky 
depths. We feel that we are on con- 
secrated ground. For on this spot .Al- 
vin Clark, the younger, while testing 
an object gla8.s, made, in 1862, 
one of the greatest discoveries of the 
centpry, the companion of Siru.s. 
Here, too, the great Washington tel- 
escope was finished in 1873, and has 
made itself illustrious by bringing to 
view in 157 7, the two moons of Mars. 
There is reason, therefore, to hope that 
the instrument on which we are now 
looking, with its large caliber, and un- 
der the skillful handling of Otto Struve 
will become I'V^n more famous on as- 
tronomical records. Object glass, eye 
piece and other required appurtenan- 
ces are in position, and the great eye 
is pointed at the planeti Saturn. The 
transformation is like a vision of fairy 
land. The pale star, on which a mom- 
ent since we had looked '.vith ilie un 
aided eye, is now a creation of surpn.s- 
.sing loveliness, tho most charunng tel- 
escopic oliject the heavens reveal. 
Saturn, his rings and his moons are 
before us. The disk, a golden sphere 
crossed by faint cloud bands of a del- 
icate creamy tint, the wonderful rings 
softly cradling the planet, seven of the 
eight moons beaming from Ihe dark 
background of the sky. Titan, the 
largest moon, showing a perceptible 
disk, makes up the shining picture. 
Every detail of tho magniBcent and 
complex Saturnian system is complete. 
The shadowy cloud-bands on the ilisk; 
the outer ring with its faint lino of 
division; the division Ijetween the out- 
er and inner rings; the second or inner 
ring; the third or crepe ring, closely 
joined to the second, and the break in 
the rings formed by the shadow of the 
planet. There is, however, an imper- 
fection in the view. The definition is 
not perfect, a most important element 
where planets are concerned. It 
would seem that telescopes of such di- 
mensions should magnify objects in 
proportion to the size. But such is 
not the case. Saturn looks but little 
larger than in a smaller glass, fhough 
taucb brighter. For the great teles- 
(opoM collect and concentrate all the 



liglit that f-ills unon them, and therein 
lies their power. The colouring of tfie 
picture is exquisite. The glorious orb, 
its surface resplendent with liquid 
gold, is crossed by a cuntral band of 
creamy white, and flecked with spots 
of delicate prismatic hues and the 
rings are curiously variegated in color, 
the iiuierniost being of :i rich purple. 
The planet seems almost to stand up- 
right within the engirdling rings, only 
a small portion being visible beneath 
them.. \Ve are fortunate in seeing 
him under very favourable aspect. 
For his rings are opening wider, his 
northern declination is increasing, and 
lie is approaching perihelion. These 
conditions will culminate in y^'iVT. 
Jupiter is the ne.xt object to test the 
space-aiinihilatiug glass. The prince 
of planets is superb, larger than the 
full iiiooh, though but little Istrger than 
wo have seen him many times in a tel- 
osQope of eight inches aperture lie 
is, however, much brighter, on account 
of tho light-collecting power of tho 
glass. Though by no means as mag 
niticcnt as Saturn, he far exceeds him 
in mass and voluitie, and, as lie is 
twice as near, we see him on a much 
larger .scale, '("he giant of the •system 
takes on grand proportions, the (lood 
of light irrailiating his surface brings 
out every detail. His broad belts are 
delicious in coloring, sull'u.sed with 
pale rose, mottled with soft gray, pur 
plo, brown and delicate green. Wo 
liavt' seen Jupiter when the delinition 
was much more perfect, but never be- 
fore did ho seem so near, so grand in 
proportions, so .syme-trical in eipiipoise 
His four satt.-llites are in line on his 
left and bear witne^js to the power of 
tho telescope by jmsenting disks in 
stead of pofnts. We find it difficult 
to decide whicli of the two pictures is 
the more beautiful. Saturn is more 
inagniticent, more complex, more cur- 
ious, but Jujiiter is more majestic, 
more like the aun himself. We have 
time for only one more view, and this 
is to he the groat nebula of Orion. In 
a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
the little wisp of cloud haze round the 
star in the sword of tho mighty hunter 
that is visible to the unaided vision be- 
comes one of the most glorious specta- 
cles that ever breaks upon tho entrano 
ced eve of an observer. The most won- 
derful nebula the noi thorn skies re- 
veal is before us, tilling the field of 
view and suffused with a celestial light 
suggestive of the holy city that had 
"no need of the sun, neither of the 
moon to shine on it, for the glory of 
God did shine on it." The delicacy of 
the celestial glow pervading the scene 
is beyond expression. The central 
point of interest is the famous trape- 
zium, consisting of four bright stars 
and two smallei' ones. Around this 
sextuple group radiate what seem to be 
the head and branching horns of some 
liugo animal, tho trapezium occupying 
its open mouth, and surrounding a 
space of sky within which reigns thr 
blackness of darkness, uiiilluminated 
by the suspicion of a star. Spiral 
curves of nebulous haze fill in the 
field of vision, the radiating mass bo 
ing of a delicate green tint, while dot- 
ted over the shadowy haze, and ming- 
ling with it in mysterious union, are 
numerous bright stars, imparting an 
eloment of life to the formless void 
and he'jiing to light up this scene of 
indescribable grace and grandeur 
which no [lencil may paint, no words 
tlescribe. The fascinating picture 
holds us spellbound. We realize the 
power of the mighty piece of mechan- 
ism that brings to our eye this amaz- 
ing creation of distant space, this in- 
coniprohfmsible blending of .stars and 
star dust. Definition is of little con- 
sequence in observing the shadowy ne 
buhl). Light is the element needed, 
and nearly every ray that falls upon 
that great objective is faithfully trans- 
mitted to the observing eye. Iinagiii 
ation seeks in vain to fathom thin toys- 
terv of the mysteries, this chaotic mass 
so beautifully fashioned, this lovely 
blending of tints of gold and delicate 
green, this flood of light that started 
from space hundreds of years ago, this 
spiral form that reveals the quickening 
pulse of material life. Wo feel as wo 
gaze U|)on the celestial scene, that we 
are standing upon the thresliolil of the 
golden nortul that separates the earth- 
ly from the heavenly. We have a 
gliiiij)s(; of the glory to be revealed. 
The Itu.ssian objective will bo trans- 
ported to its destination in tho Pulko 
wa observatory, fouiuled by the ( 'zar 
Nicholas and overlooking the city of 
the czars from its lofty position on the 
Pulkowa hills, nine miles south of St. 
Petersburg.

We have labored 
for the past few ye^irs under the niglii 
mare of railway reservation, but now the 
province awakes and hoars from tlie east 
the welcome neigh of tho "iron horse," 
the pionnor of progress awd civilization. 
IvuL fools laugh and call it a daydream; 
but tho prvulent man will take advantage 
of opportunities nowotl'en'd, and reap tho 
benetit of his foresight; while those who 
have pegleisted their chances or only seen 
them when too late, will ask "who would 
have thought it ?" To which some kind 
friend wiW probably an.swer, eaiiecially if 
not similarly circumstanced, "oi.ly those 
who took tho trouble- to tliink."

A. Walkem, Chief CoinniiK.sioner 
of Lands and Works after the terms 
liad been agreed upon and arranged m 
his presence, in the Attorney-( renoral'M 
office, Victoria. 

8. That tho said dock contract wa.^ 
a sjiecial one, inasmucli aw the Chief 
Cotnnii.s.sioner of Laiid.s and Works 
agreed to supply tho whole of the Port- 
land cement required in the works, 
amounting to some si.v thousand ton.s. 

9. Thot F. B. McNamee left Vic 
toria on the 30th August, 1880, leav 
ing tho local partners to carry on the 
construction of the 'dock. 

10. That your pf.'titioners <;om 
nienced work on the dock in good 
faith on the 13tli September, 1880, 
and j)ro8ecuted construction with due 
diligence. 

1 1. - That the Chief Commissioner 
neglected to furnish tho contractors 
witii copies of tho pian.s, although n- 
poatediy rcque.sted to do so, until ilif 
.'JOth -December, 1880, and then only 
on their executing|a bond for tlu; sum 
of S500, thereby causing muclj troubh; 
and atinoyance. 

12. That the work wa.i carried on 
until the 20th April, 1882, when your 
petitioners suspendci work on acrouni 
of the non-payment of their certili(','ites 
by tiie (Miief C'oniiiii.'iHionei- and other 
obstructionB [placed in thi'ir way Ipy 
the Government of^the day. 

13. Tliat on the •J7tli"juno, 18SL', 
Hon. R. Beavon, Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Work.s, took possession 
of the dock works, contractors' plant, 
il'c., Ac., witliout any warning, at tliu 
same time Betting forth a in b'tter thai 
he took .such action on account of ilelayN 
on tiie jiart of your petitioners in car 
rying on the work. 

14. Th.aton the 27th June, 1882, the 
provincifll govornnienl had not a pound 
of good cement either on the work.s or in 
the province; and further owed the con - 
tractor-s 813,185 on a ccrtiQcato (No. -1) 
ia.sued by the resident engineer, dated 
April 14th, 1882. 

15. That in December last your peti- 
tioners forwarded a petition of ri;,'hi, 
through the hon, the provincial .secretary, 
to Ilia Uohor tho Lieut. Governor, for a 
Cat, which was refused, after some delay, 
withoubany reasons for such action beiuL; 
assigned.' ■ 

If). That tho Hiiid petition of righl net 
forth tho los.soH tho contractors had .ins 
taiued, and claimed damages to tlu^ 
amount of i!58,000 on account of aoriouH 
breaches of the contract by tho chief 
comraisaioner of lands and works, — nota- 
bly mo\f.ing; Hie dook^ site 43 feet (5 iuchoB 
to tho'south of the position shown on tho 
plans; withholding, for uiireasonablo 
periods, every money payment a.s it ainui 
due; neglecting to provide the neceasury 
quantity of cement, etc. 

17. That, since tho 27tli Juno, 18ii2, 
the dock work has booM carried on by the 
government on your petitioners' account 
in a ruinously expensive and disadvanta- 
geous manner. In the matter of stone 



material alone, by returns laid before 
your honorable house, it has been shown 
that, under tho resident engineer's man- 
agement, uncut sandatone, delivered ou 
the works cost nearly two dollars por 
cubic foot, wiiercas the contractors' price 
for cut stone placed in the tinished work 
is one dollar per cubic foot. 

18. That your petitioners have been 
informed that a bill li.is been introduced 
your honorable house for tho purpose of 
transferring tlie graving d<ick work, etc., 
to the Dominion gdVoniMioiit, which may 
have tho elhict of abrogating the contract- 
ors', claims on -tho provincial government, 
and thus intlict grievous injury on thorn.

Governor in council grants a fiat to the 
contractor.s, niul the.rchy enable -thoni to 
seek redreas in the pruvi'o'i'd '•''urt.'i.

Hon. 0. A. Walkem was examined.— 
Recollect speaking to Mr. Beaven about 
paying Mr. DeCosmos for his time. The 
reason there was no provision' made for 
Mr. DoCosmos was because wo did not 
know what his demand would be, that he, 
Mr, Walkem, entirely trusted in his hon- 
or. Always supposed Mr. DeCosmos 
should be paid for his time in addition to 
his expenses. 

Mr. Robert Beaven states — Mr. De- 
Cosmos spoke to lue last summer about 
the account for his services. I never saw 
his claim until 1 saw it liefore [jublic ac- 
counts committee. He first spoke to nio 
on the subejct in the middle of laat sum- 
nier. He espected to be paid for bis ser- 
vices as special agent, and that ho had 
been led to suppose from seeing a. sum 
voted in the estimates last year that such 
w.as tho case. Ho referred to tho vote 
152, 1882. There was a previous vote of, 
I tliink, §3,500 for the same purpose. 
IMr. DeCosmos was first a])poinled Octo- 
ber, 1880. Later appointed, 31st March, 

1881, to proceed to London. The sum 
already paid Mr. DeCosmos was for his 
disbursements only. Of the §2,000 vote 
in 1882, only .^l,08."i.74 was paid, and 
S014.2(i lap.sed, (vide sossional papers, 

1882, p. 235). The 1, 085 74 w;is all 
made up from accounts sent in by Mr. 
DeCosmos to the treasurer and audited. 
The warrant is to bo found in the treasury. 
I know of no understanding that Mr. De- 
Cosmos was to be paid outsidu of dis- 
buraoments. but it was generally acknow- 
ledged that Mr. DeCosmos had worked 
well and faithfully ,'and it was a matter for 
consideration whether he was not entitled 
to something further. A loiter froin*tli« 
provincial secretary, dated October, 1880, 
explains^ T think, what Mr. DeCosmos 
was to got for expenses. I speak from 
memory generally. In .Vugust, when ho 
spoko to nie ;ibout his claim, I told him 
that if he sent in any claim it would be 
considered by the exocutive, 1 know 
nothing of any account until I saw it be- 
fore the 'public accounts committeo. I 
saw no account for services during tho 
lime I was in oflice. 1 know of no under- 
standing, cither tiicitly or olherwise, for 
payment for services to Mr. DeCosmos. 
He never mentioned tho matter to me 
until ho spoke about hi;., claim last sum- 
mer. If tho executive had decided to 
pay Mr. DeCosmos, I^do not think any- 
thing could have been paid out of the 
lapsed vote; there would have to have 
been a vote of the hou.se. I don't think 
Mr. DeCosmos spoke to me more than 
once upon the subject after he first men- 
tioned it. Ho asked mo what was going 
to be done about it. 1 told him it bad not 
been decided upon. 

Q. Did you bring it up for deci.^ion! 

X. 1 do not think that ia a kind of 
([ueation I can answer. 

Q. Did you over contemplate at time of 
Mr. DeCosmos' appointment that he would 
be entitled to a claim of ?5, 000 per annum 
or any other sum I 

A. 1 can't give an answer to that qiies 
tion. .Mr.DeCosmos was at Ottawa and I 
WMS hero. I think that Mr. DeCosmos 
once asked me, in the event of our declin- 
ing to pay, whether he might have per- 
mission to sue the government for his 
claim. I think Mr. DeOosmos, when he 
spoke to mo about his claim, said he ex- 
pected something about §5,000 per an- 
num. 

Q. Do you think Mr. DeCosmos ia en- 
titled to anything for his present claim, 
and if so, how much do you think would 
be a reasonable sum? 

A. I must decline to answer that ques- 
tion. 1 think Mr. DeC'ismos was led 
away by the impression conveyed by some 
third person nut cuniiectud with tho gov- 
ernment, hat I don't know who, that tho 
sum voted waa in respect of his' ser- 
vices.

I had received, before I sent the tele- 
gram for the money, the orders in coun- 
cil from Mr. Tallow. 

It may bo asked why, when this ap- 
pointment was tendered me, I did not 
make an arrangement with the govern- 
ment for payment r..r my services; one 
reason why I did not .p.^so waa the un- 
certainty as to tlie length of time which I 
might be occupied as special*agent. From 
the nature ol tho work I was asked to per- 
form, :nid froin the supposed favorable 
leaning ot the government at Ottawa to- 
wards tbia province, I supposed that the 
whole ipioslion might bo settled within a 
Tory brief period, iind consequently Ibeie 
was no pressing necessity to make any ar- 
rangoment as to pay for aorvicea, or as to 
what rate they were to bo paid for. My

In accordance with tho miuerstandiiig, 
on Wednesday last, with your committeo 
to inquire into my claim for compensation 
for uiy services aa special agent at Ottawa 
and London, I bog leave to submit tho 
following statement : 

1. That I waa appointed, on October 
Mill, 1880, special agent of the provinoial 
governineiit at Ottawa, subject to my ac- 
ceptance, "to press upon the Dominion 
government the importance of carrying 
out their agreement to construct tho Is- 
land section of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way," and to report tho result of my ne- 
gotiations to the provincial government 
liere fiom time to time. 

2. The first intimation that I had of 
this appointment was conveyed to mo in 
a telegram from the premier, Mr. Walkem, 
as follows; 

"ViriOHIA, B. C, 14. 

"Hon. DeCosmos. 
* * * "Order passed ap- 
pointing you speci;d agent of this govern- 
iiiont to urge coiiatruction Island railway, 
and report result here. Order for- 
warded. 

(Signed) "O. A. Walkkm." 

3. This apjioinlment was made without 
my knowledge or solicitation. 

4. In reply, 1 sent a telegram to .Mr. 
Walkem, of which tho following is a 
copy :— 

OrTAWA, Oct. 18, 1880. 
"Hon. O. A. Walkem, Victoria, B. 0. 

"Your telegram of 14th inst. received 
this morning. Ciuitents noted. .Ap- 
pointment accepted. 

(Signed) "A. DkCos.mos. " 

5. As soon as I had accepted the ap- 
pointment, I commenced to gather ma- 
terials bearing on the question of Island 
railway, so as to be prepared to open ne- 
gotiations with the Dominion government 
as soon as the ordiir in council making my 
appbiiituient came to hand. 

G- After the order in council arrived, 
about November 7th, 1880, 1 sent a letter 
lo the secretary of state for Canada in- 
forming him that I had been appointed 
special agent of the government of Brit- 
ish Columbia to urge upon tho Dominion 
government the importance of carrying 
out their agreement to construct the Is- 
land railway. 

7. The minister of railways was absent 
from Ottawa when the order in council 
appointing me arrived, so 1 had lo delay 
opening negotiations fill his return. 

8. When he returned, I called upon 
him; informed him of my appoint mont ; 
requested an informal interview to talk 
ovor the question of the construction of 
the Island railway! On that occasion 1 
intimated to him that I believed that the 
question might bo satisfactorily settled in 
a half-hour's conversation. He expressed 
himself willing to meet me with Sir John 
A. Mocdonald, and, after consulting with 
him, would name a time for an informal 
interview. 

9. I also called on Sir John .\. Macdon- 
aid and informed him that, as 3[)ccial 
agent, I wished to meet hiiu and Sir Chas 
Tapper reapecting the island railw.ay. He 
promised to ineot me with that gentle- 
man, w hen a time waa arranged to meet. 

10. Subsequently, I had several inter- 
views with Sir John A. Macdonald, Sir 
Charles Tupper, and, on one occasion, a 
formal' interview with Sir Charles Tupper 
and Hon. .1. H. Pope, minister of agricul- 
ture, who was accoinpaniod by Mr. Mc- 
Intyre of the' syndicate. But all termin- 
ated without a practical result. 

11. The results of these interviews will 
bo found in the provincial archives, 
among the papers transmitted by mo lo 
the provincial secretary in 1881, and cov- 
er a period extending from the middle ef 
October 1880, to the middle of March, 

1881, and to which I refer you for fuller 
inform, ilion on all mailers connected with 
my special agency during the perinj re- 
ferred to. 

12- Before iho interview with Sir 
Charles Tupper, Mr. Pope and Mr. Mc- 
Inlyro, 1 was led to believe that the ne- 
gotiations would torminate successfully, 
and I so telegraphed to Mr. Beaven, 1 
think, on December 17tli ISSO. 'J'hal 
was about five or six weeks after the or- 
der in council making my appointment 
reached me. 

13. The negotiations, however, did not 
toriiiinato successfully. So I informed 
the provincial government at a later pe- 



riod, that I believed notliino would be 
done by parliament during the tKeri ses- 
sion towards the construction'of the island 
railway. 

■ 14. During the period extending' from 
October 1880, to March 24lh 1881, my 
lime was specially devoted to the duties 
oi my appointment; and although I at- 
tended in my place in tlie commons, 1 
held that my chief duty was to attend to 
the business entrusted to me as special 
agent, respecting the construction of tho 
island railway. 

15. In order that 1 might have funds at 
my eonmiand to meet any exponsea inci- 
dent to my appoi^itment, as spucial agent 
at Ottawa, 1 telegraphed to the provincial 
secretary as folio w.s: 

"OrrAWA, Nov. 12, 1880. 
"Hon. T. B. Humphreys, Provincial Se- 
cretary, Victoria, B.C. 

"Place by telegraph one thousand dol- 
lars to my credit at Bank of Montreal for 
necessary expenses under order I4th Oc- 
toljcr. 

(Signed) "A. DkCo^mos. " 
111. The expenses referred to in the or 
der in council of the 14th October, 1881), 
did not, in my r^inion, refer to or include 
payment for my services as special agent. 

17. On November 20, 18.80, I received 
a note from Mr. Drunmiond, manager of 
the Bank of Mulitreal at Ottawa, stat iiig 
that .*;1IM)0 had been placed to my credit 
on account of the provincial govern iiieut , 
which, I presumed, was in reply to uiy 
request to tlie provincial secretary. The 
note read as follows: 

"Bank or .Montukal, 

"( Ittawa, IPth Nov. , I.H80. 
".\mor DuCosnios, Eai]., Ottawa. 

"Dkaii Sir— 1 have received instruc- 
tions from our Montreal branch to credit 
you with §1000 from the Bank of British 
Columbia, un account uf the provincial 
government.
